Continued. 
Another day passed and then the prelimin­ 
ary exam ination came on before a justice, lo 
determine whether there was sufficient evi­ 
dence to hold John in custody until a grand 
jury of the county should lie assembled for the 
next Cofirt of Oyer and Terminer.

Tho neighbors tried to be kind, and often 
took commissions from her to the store and 
the grist-mill in the valley: "B ut after all,” 
said Pete Searles, oue of JobtiV friends, in 
speaking of the matter afterward, 
"w hat 
could neighbors amount to, when Hic nearest 
of them lived a mil* away, and all of them 
were plain to say that they believed she was 
ihe motlier of a murderer?" 
But the neighbors saki the woman did not 
.seem to mind the solitude and the rough 
work. 
Morning, noon aud night she was out 
iii the snow or tile storm at the little hovel of 
a learn back of the house, taking care of two 
cows and a few sheep w hich were liers and 
John’s. 
At other times travelers upon the 
Wilderness road would set* ber gaunt, angular 
figure cia rn tiering down a rocky ridge, 
drag­ 
ging (Hiles to tim house to be cut up for fuel. 
She received two letter* from John In the 
c u r se of the winter. 
Tin* first told lier that 
ho was imprisoned and awaiting iii* trial in 
Montreal, and the uext oue said that his trial 
Ii i i 1 1 en set down for an early day in March. 
This corrcj|H*n»lence w as all the information 
the mother had of her son; for the lake was 
during the winter, so that the boats did not 
run, and no news could com e from Canalla 


by the boatmen. 
When March cam e and passed away with­ 
out intelligence from John, it was taken by 
the dweller* upon the lakeaboro and along 
the Wilderness road, as a sure indication that 
he had been convicted of the crime. 
A letter 
or newspaper announcing the fact was confi­ 
d en tly looked for by the neighttors whenever 
they went to the distant post-office for their

Another day passed and then the prelimin­ 
ary examination came on before a justice, to 
determine whether there was sufficient evi­ 
dence to hold John in custody until a grand 
jury of the county should lie assembled for the 
next Coftrt of Oyer and Terminer. 
Three days were spent in this examination 
before the justice; the captain of the sloop 
who had overheard the quarrel in the night 
told his story, aud the boatmen who had 
found the body,told theirs. Two men who had 
been the crew of John’s little vessel were also 
called. But they could tell little more than 
that they were absent on shore upon the 4th 
of July, and when they returned to the vessel 
William had gone, they knew not where nor 
why.The evidence against Joliiif seemed to the 
magistrate clear and conclusive.

This view prevailed, and after live days the 
the accused was set at liberty.

It was under this crushing 
condemnation that John and his mother left 
the county town on a cold December day, 
turning their steps homeward; and at evening 
they climbed the acclivity so familiar to them, 
and reached the lonely log-house upon the 
mountain.

It was many days before the woman saw 
her son agoin. For four mouths John was im­ 
prisoned, awaiting his trial before the Cana­ 
dian courts. Doubtless those four months 
seemed long to the solitary woman. She had 
not much opportunity to indulge in melan­ 
choly fancies; she spent much of her time in 
pulling brush and wood out of the snow and 
breaking it up with an axe, so as to adapt it 
to the size of her stove. 
The neighbors tried to be kind, and often 
took commissions from her to the store and 
the grist-mill in the valley: “ But after all,” 
said Pete Searles, one of John’s friends, in 
speaking of the matter afterward, “ what 
could neighbors amount to, when the nearest 
of them lived a mile away, and all of them 
were plain to say that they believed she was 
the mother of a murderer?” 
But the neighbors said the woman did not 
seem to mind the solitude and the rough 
work. Morning, noon and night she was out 
in the snow or the storm at the little hovel of 
a barn back of the house, taking care of two 
cows and a few sheep which were hers and 
John’s. At other times travelers upon the 
Wilderness road would see her gaunt, angular 
figura clambering down a rocky ridge, drag­ 
ging poles to the house to be cut up for fuel. 
She received two letters from John in the 
course of the winter. The first told her that 
lie was imprisoned and awaiting bis trial in 
Montreal, and the next one said that his trial 
had been set down for an early day in March. 
This correspondence was all the information 
the mother had of her son; for the lake was 
during the winter, so that the boats did not 
run, and no news could come from Canada 
by the boatmen. 
When Marcli came and passed away with­ 
out intelligence from John, it was taken by 
the dwellers upon the lakeshoro and along 
the Wilderness road, as a sure indication that 
lie had been convicted of the crime. A letter 
or newspaper announcing the fact was confi­ 
dently looked for by the neighbors whenever 
they went to the distant post-ofiice for their 
weekly mail. 
As March went out, and spring days and 
sunshine came, it was noticed that the face 
of John's mother looked sharp and white, but 
she went about the same daily duties as be­ 
fore, without seeming to feel ill or weak.

A man came 
slowly np the muddy line of road, through the 
gate, and around the house; then first the 
woman saw him. A slight spasm passed over 
her face. There was a little pitiful quiver of 
the rnuscle3 about the mouth, and then she 
walked slowly down the ridge to where the 
man stood. She struggled a little with her­ 
self before she said, “ Well, John, I am glad 
to see you back.” 
John tried to be cool also, but nature was 
too much for him. lie could not raise his 
eyes to hers, and his simple response, “ Yes, 
mother,” was chokingly uttered. 
The two walked into the house together in 
the old familiar way; the woman without a 
word began to spread the table, and her son 
went out and prepared fuel, and bringing it 
iu replenished the (ire. Then lie sat down in 
his accustomed place by the stove, with a 
pleasant remark about how well the fire 
burned, and liow good it seemed to be home 
again. And the woman spoke a few kind, 
motherly words. 
It was the way they had always done when 
John came back, but now there was a great 
sadness in it, for he had come “from prison.” 
Jupiter seemed fully to realize the situation, 
lie exhibited none of the friskiness which 
characterized the welcome he liad usually 
given: but when John wa3 seated the old 
dog camo slowly up to him, laid his fore paws 
and his head in his master’s lap, and looked 
sadly in his face.

Charles 
Simmer, “ the noblest Roman of them all,” 
has at last yielded to the old complaint which 
for so many years has clung to him, and to­ 
day there spreads a canopy of gloom over a 
land mourning a man who was true to an 
idea nuder all circumstances and at all times. 
From the Bludgeon of Brooks till the stiletto 
of the infamous Massachusetts legislature, he 
was one of the most conspicuous, the most 
consistent, the truest friend of universal lib­ 
erty upon Hie continent, indeed in tho world. 
Ho died as truly a martyr to liberty as did 
Lincoln, for Hie fangs of slavery which pene­ 
trated his brain with tho blows of Preston 
Brooks’ club, left their poison to foster in his 
nerves for eighteen long years, and at lust 
his physical system yield?. 
But it will be one 


of Hie proudest records of American history 
that neither the attack, nor the long agony of 
tho many weary years, nor anything else could 
break Ids spirit. 
He was the same {friend 
of liberty when he died as when he was felled 
to Hie I’oor of tho Senate; the .same friend of 
Hie colored race when they tam ed upon him as 
when as their champion he forced Congress 
and the American people to a recognition of 
their claims; tho brightest jewel iii the crown 
of Hie Bay State, us much so even under the 
censure of her Legislature as underlier w ann­ 
est praise.

And some of his reasons for 
distrusting universal suffrage are not devoid 
of sens.1. 
But, Mr. Dunue, the point is this; 
there are only two kinds of government pos­ 
sible among men—the rule of one man, which 
is tyranny, or the rule of many men, which is 
Democracy. 
We know well enough that there 
are practical modifications of both 
these 
forms, yet the general principle remains true. 
lf any country i3 governed to-day by the peo­ 
ple through the exercise of a restricted suf­ 
frage, the coming of a time when it a all be 
widened is a certain historical sequence.

bus been so iu the past and will bu so forever. 


To thick otherwise is to assume that the av­ 
erage of those able to vole intelligently will 
never Increase, which is contrary to both prob­ 
ability aud experience. 
Mr. Duane tells us 
that “public opinion may be expressed with 
Clinal forty by other means than the ballot- 
box.” Yes, only that "other m eans” is gun­ 
powder or cold steel.

Mr. Dunne's allusion to the condition 
of affairs among the newly enfranchised freed­ 
men of the South, as possessing power they 
do not know how to use, is not a convincing 
fact against universal suffrage, becauso their 
case is altogether exceptional, and nothing 
like it will ever occur again.

Somebody has trenchantly said that when a 
prominent and useful citizen of Hie United 
States dies, three successive things follow on 
the part of the sorrowing public; first, to re­ 
solve to build bim a splendid m onum ent; sec­ 
ond, to collect subscriptions; third, to wonder 
what has become of the motley. 
The steam ­ 
ship Atlantic bf Hie White Star line went 
ashore last spring with a toyibie loss of life, 
aud brought to tho surface two heroes, Rev. 
Mr. Ancient,and the third officer of the vessel, 
Mr. Brady. 
What these two men did will be 
substantially remembered by many who read 
the detailed accounts of the disaster. 
Tile 
clergyman—not an old man iii spite of his 
name—was and perhaps still is the shepherd 
of a little flock of very common people ilia 
very obscure place. 
On the m orning of the 
wreck he showed himself a man and a Chris­ 
tian. 
Disregarding the cold and having no 
sense of the inconvenience to which ho was 
subjecting himself, he buried Hie dead and 
comforted Hic sorrowing aud stricken ollas 
with alibis might. 
His fame, little us lie 
seemed to desire it, or care for It, soon went 
abroad. 
The ubiquitous reporters arni corres­ 
pondents of the papers wrote him up and lav- 
lilied upon th# humble minister unstinted 
words of praise. 
Tile great cities hoard of 
him aud wanted to see him; he was invited to 
show himself, but firmly aud sensibly declined. 
Then some one proposed a testim onial; he 
should have a financial token of the public 
admiration. 
For so genuine and so modest a 
hero, money would How freely from the pock­ 
ets of the friends of humanity, and Mr. Ancient 
should see that Hie great heart or civilization 
beat in intimate sympathy with his deeds of 
love and courage. 
But, so Tar as we know, 
nothing more ever came of that spasm of 
popular appreciation; It died out, leaving Hie 
clergyman none the richer, with which state 
of Hie ease lie was probably quite as well 
content. 
Brady, too, was applauded, and 
justly. 
Amid the terror, cold and gloom of 
that awful morning lie proved himself able to 
rise superior to fear and mental paralysis or 
even to the stronger instinct of sell preserva­ 
tion. Ile too was toasted and forgotten. The 
other day the same man happened to bo a 
steerage passenger on board the steamship 
Pennsylvania bound to tho port of Philadel­ 
phia. 
Oho o ft be most terriffic cyclones of Ha1 
acajou rose and swept the turbulent Atlantic. 
An immense wave washed the decks of tho 
vessel, carrying to wild aud sadden de at ii the 
captain and the first and second officers. 
The 
third officer being cither fearful or iiiconqK;- 
tont, Brady, by common consent, assumed 
command, and through every obstacle brought 
lier safely to the Quaker City. 
Tile fact twat the man was a ste e r a g e pas­ 
senger on board of her shows clearly enough 
that the White Star line had lost his name out 
of its books; aud now it remains to be seen 
whether the owners of the Pennsylvania can 
find him a situation or afford him any kind of 
rec ignition. 
For our part we have no confi­ 
dence that they will; aud if they justify our 
lack of faith iii them we -ball only find our 
unspeakable contempt for certain a poets of 
human nature deepened by a single shade. 
Washington died 
where is his monument ? 
Lincoln was shot in our service how high is 
that stono-heup out west? Douglas passed 
away 
where is tho fund which was lo buy 
him a few memorial block ti We don’t take 
the position that all public men should have, 
after death, a mausoleum at the public ex­ 
pense, nor that it is mean ami unpatriotic to 
refuse to contribute to the erection of one. 
That is a debateable question, but we will not 
debate it now. 
What we do say is just, this: 
it is lieder for us never to begin, than to be­ 
gin and neglect to complete, works of this 
kind. 
AH our renowned and worthy states­ 
men had belier, every one, sleep in unm arked 
graves than to lie made the subjects of a so­ 
called gratitude that is volatile and frivolous, 
or to become associated after death with pro­ 
jects which are a sheller for theft aud with 
monuments which are a caricature and a 
national disgrace.

Another of the very few statesmen whom 
America bus possessed, lies dead. 
Charles 
Sumner, “ the noble3t Romau of them all,” 
has at last yielded to the old complaint which 
for so many years has clung to him, and to­ 
day there spreads a canopy of gloom over a 
laud mourning a man who was true to an 
idea uuder all circumstances and at all times. 
From the tfludgeou of Brooks till the stiletto 
of the infamous Massachusetts legislature, he 
was one of the mo3t conspicuous, the most 
consistent, the truest friend of universal lib­ 
erty upon the continent, iudeed in the world. 
He died as truly a martyr to liberty as did 
Lineóla, for the fangs of slavery which pene­ 
trated his brain with the blows of Preston 
Brooks’ club, left their poison 10 fester in his 
uerve3 for eighteen long years, and at last 
his physical system yields. 
But it will be one 
of the proudest records of American history 
that neither the attack, nor the long agony of 
tho many wftary years, nor anything else could 
break his spirit. 
He was the same ¿friend 
of liberty when he died as when lie was felled

It was unfortunate for the country, and it 
made it unpleasant for Mr. Sumner's later 
years, that a set of politicians have intruded 
where statesmen aloue should congregate. 
Utterly unable to comprehend a character of 
such nobility or a statesmanship so broad and 
grandly true to humanity and tlie best inter­ 
ests of the nation, they jeered at the purest 
Senator in the nation. 
But there is a meas- 
uro of gratification in knowing that Massa­ 
chusetts was again true to herself, while the 
colored people waited in sad groups for lid- 
4ugs of the dying Senator. 
lie was her best 
son, and to them the friend who had served 
them longest and best.

Ills friends 
in Tennessee are pressing various oflices upon 
him, and the world will .not die of astonish­ 
ment if he once more flourishes “my policy” 
from the altitude of the Presidential chair.

selves part of the state. 
If upon the whole it 
shall be concluded that knowledge aud virtue 
will help them to perform political duties, we 
must do our best io furnish or inspire these 
things. 
Mr. Dunne’s allusion to the condition 
of aflairs among the newly enfranchised frecd- 


111011 of the South, as possessing power they 
do not know how to use, is not a convincing 
fact against universal suffrage, beeauso their 
case is altogether exceptional, and nothing 
like it will ever occur agaiu.

Somebody has trenchantly saul that when a 
prominent and useful citizen of the United 
States die.?, three successive things follow on 
the part of the sorrowing public; lirst, to re­ 
solve to build him a splendid monument; sec­ 
ond, to collect subscriptions; third, to wonder 
what lias become of the money. 
The steam­ 
ship Atlantic of the White Star line went 
ashore last spring with a tcijible loss of life, 
and brought to the surface two heroes, Rev. 
Mr. Ancient,and the third ofllccr of the vessel, 
Mr. Brady. 
What these two men did will he 
substantially remembered by many who read 
the detailed accouuts of the disaster. 
The 
clergyman—not an old man in spite of his 
name—was and perhaps still is the shepherd 
of a little flock of very common people in a 
very obscure place. 
On the morning of the 
wreck he showed himself a man and a Chris­ 
tian. 
Disregarding the cold and having 110 
sense of tho inconvenience to which he was 
subjecting bimSelf, lie buried the dead aud 
comforted the sorrowing and stricken ohes 
with all his might. 
His fame, little as lie 
seemed to desire it, or care for it, soon went 
abroad. 
The ubiquitous reporters and corres­ 
pondents of the papers wrote him up and lav­ 
ished upon the humble minister unstinted 
words of praise. 
The great cities heard of 
him and wanted to see him; ho was invited to 
show himself, but firmly and sensibly declined. 
Then some one proposed a testimonial; he 
should have a financial token of the public 
admiration. 
For so genuine and so modest a 
hero, money would flow freely from tho pock­ 
ets of the friends of humanity, and Mr. Ancient 
should see that the great heart of civilization 
beat in intimate sympathy with his deeds of 
love and courage. 
But, so Tar as wo know, 
nothing more ever came of that spasm of 
popular appreciation; it died out, leaving the 
clergyman none the richer, with which stale 
of tho ease lie was probably quite as well 
content. 
Brady, loo, was applauded, and 
justly. 
Amid the terror, cold and gloom of 
that awful morning he proved himself able to 
rise superior to fear and mental paralysis or 
evcii to the stronger instinct of self preserva­ 
tion. He too was toasted and forgotten. The 
other day the same man happened to be a 
steerage passenger 011 board tho steamship 
Pennsylvania bound to the port of Philadel­ 
phia. 
One of the most terriflic cyclones of tlie 
season rose and swept the turbulent Atlantic. 
An immense wave washed the decks of llio 
vessel, carrying to wild and sudden death the 
captain and the lirst and second officers. 
The 
third officer being either fearful or incompe­ 
tent, Brady, by common consent, assumed 
command, and through every obstacle brought 
her safely to the Quaker City. 
The fact that the man was a steerage pas­ 
senger 011 board of her shows clearly enough 
that the White Star line had lost his name out 
of its books; and now it remains to be seen 
whether the owners of the Pennsylvania can 
find him a situation or aflord him any kind of 
recognition. 
For our part we have 110 confi­ 


d e n c e that they will; and if they justify our 
lack of faith in them we shall only find our 
unspeakable contempt for certain aspects of 
human nature deepened by a single shade 
Washington died—where is his monument ? 
Lincoln was shot in our service—how high is 
that stonc-heap out west? 
Douglas passed 
away—where is the fund which was to buy 
him a few memorial blocks ? 
Wc don’t take 
the position that all public men should have, 
after death, a mausoleum at the public ex­ 
pense, nor that it is mean aud unpatriotic to 
refuse to contribute to the erection of one, 
That ¡3 a debateablc question, but we will not 
debate it now. 
What we do say is just this: 
it is better for us never to begin, than to be­ 
gin and neglect to complete, works of this 
kind. 
All our renowned and worthy states­ 
men had better, every 0110, sleep in unmarked 
graves than to bo made the subjects of a so- 
called gratitude that is volatile and frivolous, 
or to become associated after death with pro­ 
jects which are a shelter for theft and with 
monuments which are a caricature and 
national disgrace.

It is a recurrence of his former 
disease, and is thought to have been brought 
on by his recent efiorts in the Senate chamber. 
The Senator is now sleeping quietly. 
Several 
friends are at his bedside. 
W ashington, March 11—11 a. 
m.—Senator 
Sumner passed a quiet nig'ut under the subcu­ 
taneous injection of morphine. 
This morning 
at nine o’clock he was sleeping under the ef­ 
fects of it, without material change. Surgeon- 
General Barnes and Drs. Johnson and T 'ncoln 
were at that hour in consultation at the resi 
donee of the Senator. 
He had a slight attack effecting the nerves 
of the heart in the Senate yesterday afternoon, 
when he returned home, but was sufficiently 
well to entertain two friends at dinner, at the 
close of which he nude allusion to the condi­ 
tion of his health. 
Between nine and ten o'clock he was taken 
so sick as to require the attendance of a phy­ 
sician, and an hour or more thereafter lie had 
a second attack of Ins old ¿disease, angina 
pectoris. 
Several of his nearest personal 
friends were soul for and remained with him 
during the night. 
At one time it was thought 
lie was dying, as the extremities had 1 ocome 
cold. 
10 o'clock.—Senator Sumner is not yet 
dead, but ho is unconscious and is growing 
cold.

o'clo ck.— A t eleven 
o’clock,

Sunnier was reported by his physicians and 
friends to be very low, hardly an y pulse was 


felt at the wrist. 
Sumner is in a dying condition and liis 
death will probably occur some time to day. 
1 o’clock.—Senator Sumner does not seem 
to sufier any pain, being under the influence 
of strong opiates, but his extremities are very 
cold, and the physicians do not think the nat 
ural warmth can possibly be restored. 
An immense number of anxious visitors, in­ 
cluding many colored people have called at 
his residence this morning to make inquiry as 
to his condition. 
1:30 p. m.—The Senate has adjourned.

Mr. Sumner died at ten minutes before three 
o’clock this afternoon. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 11.—It is regarded as 
a remarkable coincidence that the resolution 
of the Massachusetts Legislature rescinding 
its censure of Sumner was read in the Senate 
yesterday but a short time before he loft the 
chamber. 
At one o’clock Seuator Schurz 
spoke to Sumner, who recognized, but said he 
could not see him. 
During the last two hours 
of Sumner’s illness liis intellect seemed to be 
much clearer, and he was perfectly conscious 
to the last. 
His suflcrings towards the last 
seemed to bo intense, and lie several times ex­ 
claimed, “ I want quiet; I am tired.” lie 
recognized friends who came into the room, 
and one of the last to whom he spoko was ex- 
Attorney General Iioar of Massachusetts, to 
whom lie said, “ Take eare of my Civil Rights 
bill.” About a quarter before three o’clock ho 
was attacked by a slight spasm, in which he 
died. 
Around the bed at the time were ex- 
Attorncy General lloar, Dr. W. F. Johnson of 
this city, Major Perly I’oorc, Geo. T. Down­ 
ing and James Wormley. 
Other friends, who 
had been with the dying Senator throughout 
the day, had left just previous, not anticipat­ 
ing that death would be so soon. 
Senator 
Schurz and lion. Montgomery Blai. entered 
the room just as he breathed Ids last, but 
Sumner was then too near dissolution to rec­ 
ognize them. 
The only relative that Senator Sumner has 
is a sister, the wife of a physician iu hen Fran­ 
cisco, and to her the sad news was telegraphed 
immediately after liis death. 
During the day 
the house has been visited by a great n vnber 
of members of both Houses of Congress and 
other prominent citizens, including hundreds 
of colored people, prominent among whom 
were Fred. Douglass and the colored members 
of the House. 
The sidewalk in front of Sum­ 
ner’s residence was filled with anxious and 
saddened friends at the time of his death, and 
when the sorrowful announcement was made 
the grief of many, especially oí I lie colored 
people, found vent in heartfelt exclamations 
of grief and weeping. 
Sefgeant-at-Arms French, of the Senate 
was sent for immed'rttUfiy, and in connection 
with the Committee will have charge of the 
iuncral arrangements, though of course no 
time has yet been fixed therefor.

Albant, March 11.—An Albany dispatch 
says the Davis bill reported to the Assembly 
by the Canal Committee to-day abolishing 
Canal SapefyjündénIs, is very simular to the 
bill passed in Í871 by the exertion of Uarden- 
burgh and vetoed by Governor Hoffman. 
It 
gives the Canal Commissioner appointing 
power upon the division over which he has 
control aud hold3 him responsible for all ex­ 
penditures and neglect. 
The Commissioner 
is to pay for all work and material and is to 
file each month iu the office of Auditor aud 
publish in three newspapers a sworn state­ 
ment of all payments, with full details of the 
cost of material and labor. 
All money ap­ 
propriated for repairs of canals shall be ex 
pended under direction or the Commissioners. 
Tho Commissioners are to give bonds iu 
$100,000. 
The friends of thi3 bill believe that 
if passed it will put an end to the great swin­ 
dlers now existing in the canal management 
of the state. 
The Judiciary Committee of the Senate re­ 
ported the County Treasurer’s bill this morn­

I second the motion, liis long, weary strug­ 
gle with the terrible shock to his nervous sys­ 
tem inflicted eighteen years ago by the South 
Carolina Preston Brooks is ended,and Charles 
Sumner to-day died as surely by the hand of this 
Brooks as if he died immediately upon the as­ 
sault. 
One more apostle of liberty, otic more 
pioneer of emancipation, one more great, pure 
man has gone to liis reward; one more is 
added to the army of martyrs,one more states- 
nian.Christian has gone to the better world, 
leaving the pages of his country’s history, 
during his mortal career, illuminated with the 
record of his life. 
lie died with his armor on. 
He has fought ttie good tight, and his memory 
should bo <o all good men ever dear. I second 
the motion. 
The motion was agreed to unanimously,and 
tiie Speaker appointed as such committee 
Messrs. Beebe, Vedder, Wright, C. .S. Spencer, 
and Prince.

W a s h in g t o n , March Ii. 
H O U S E . 
Mr. SPRAGUE of Ohio, from the Commit­ 
tee on Pensions, reported a hill to amend act 
of Feb. 14th, 1871. giving pensions to certain 
soldiers and sailors of the war of 1812, and to 
restore to pension roll those persons whose 
names were struck therefrom in consequence 
of disloyalty. 
After discussion the bill was 
passed. 
Mr. RUSK of Wisconsin, from the Commit­ 
tee on Invalid Pensions, reported back ad­ 
versely the bill to increase the pensions of dis­ 
abled soldiers. 
Air. CRITTENDEN of Maine, from the same 
committee, reported a bill granting $30 for 
an artificial eye to soldiers who have lost nn 
eye. 
Passed. 
Also, a bill to amend Seel ion 
13 of Pension law of March 3d, 1873, by pro­ 
viding that it) case of death or remarriage of 
soldiers’ orphan children tho pension shall re­ 
vert to dependent father, mother or other rel­ 
ative of the soldier from date of such death or 
remarriage. 
The House then at 2 o’eleck went into Com­ 
mute of the Whole, Mr. WOODFORD of New 
York in the chair,on Legislative Appropriation 
bill, and was addressed by Mr. Parker of Mis­ 
souri, who undertook to elucidate some further 
problems in regard to estimates and appropri­ 
ations for current iisqal year, 
liis remarks 
related exclusively to the Indian service. 
Mr. RANDALL of Pennsylvania discussed 
at length the bill directing attention of Con­ 
gress to the fact that there are now employed 
in the various departments of the government 
in this city without authority of law 1,178 
officers and clerks, aside from 1869 paid out of 
money appropriated for expense of loans 
and 
notes. 
He also directed 
attention 
to the appropriations for the internal revenue 
bureau proper, whjch shows by official records 
an increase of force there over tho number em­ 
ployed in 1866 and 1.867 of 100 officers, not­ 
withstanding the internal revenue taxes were 
then $311,000,000, while in 1873 they were 
only $114,000,000, and were estimated for tho 
current year at $100,000,000. 
The internal 
revenue in 1866 hucl reached every trade, oc­ 
cupation, business, product and person, and 
taxes wore nearly all collected by assessment, 
while in 1873 or $1S4,000,000 collected $110,- 
000,000 was secured by stamps from five gen­ 
eral sources. 
The debato was interrupted at three o’clock 
by the committee rising, when the Speaker 
presented a telegram announcing that Senator ■- 
Sumner hail died at ten mi,nutes before three. 
Tbe House thereupon adjourned.

I 11 the case of The People vs. Charles Slew- 
art the prisoner is indicted for assaulting one 
George Rick, with intent to “ rip ” him up’ 
with a knife. The parties live in Uniouville,in 
the town of Saugerties, iu School District No. 
17 of that town. 
It seems that 011 some night 
last fall ail annual school meeting was called, 
and about thirty of the people of the place 
assembled in the school-house to proceed to 
business. 
Willis Davis was chosen as mod­ 
erator, and he took his sieat and ordered the 
clerk, Joseph Turck, to read the financial re­ 
port. 
This clerk, it seems, was near-sighted, 
and had lost his glasses, so he called upon 
Thomas Snyder to read the report in his stead. 
Snyder commenced in a clear voice lo read, 
when Stewart, who is a butcher, and who had 
been filling himhelf with Unionville whiskey 
for l tic occasion, boisterously called out, 
Road o n ! ” “ read o n ! ” “ read on, I pay 
taxes! ” “ read 0 1 1! ” “ read 0 1 1! ” etc., eta. 
A resolution was then passed to put Stewart 
out of doors, and one of the trustees (the com­ 
plainant, Mr. Rick) walked toward him ; when 
Stewart drew a knife and made a luuge at 
him, intimating at the same time that ho 
would “ rip open auy mau who attempted to 
put him o u t”—that “ lie would butcher any 
man who touched him.” 
Rick quite naturally 
retreated, and so saved himself from being 
sacrificed by the irate butcher. 
The modera­ 
tor then put a motion to adjourn, and vacated 
his seat. 
Stewart immediately took the va­ 
cant chair, and reckoned he would run the 
meeting himself. 
As it seemed quite likely he 
womd either run the meeting or run his knife 
into some one, the people left the school-house 
and started for home. 
Afterwards Stewart 
bragged in the bar-room of the hotel that if 
anyone had attempted to put him out he would 
have “ ripped him.” 
The defence is that 
there was a contest as to who should be tras­ 
tee for the coming year, and (hat Stewart and 
Rick were both candidates, each having their 
friends present to stand by them,.which caused 
the muss. 
Perhaps one excuse for the prison­ 
er’s conduct is, that being a butcher he was 
only practicing his psual occupation. 
The 
attorneys in t .0 case are the District Attorney 
au l J. N. Fiero for the prosecution, and J. M. 
Van Wagonon for the prisoner. 
In the case of The People vs. Edward IT. 
Butler the jury found the prisoner not guilty. 


W e d n e s d a y , March 11. 
The case of 7/ic People vs. Stewart was 
continued and given to the jury during the 
forenoon. 
George O. Taylor, a colored gentleman, 
charged with having committed an, assault 
on Michael Nilan with a slung shot, was bro’t 
into court. 
Nilan lives in the town of Roch­ 
ester, and claims he caught Taylor stealing 
rails; he then committed the assault. 
Upon 
being arraigned he said he came from Florida; 
that lie had best plead guilty lie might get oil 
easier. 
He was sentenced to be confined in 
the Albany Penitentiary for three months. 
In the case of The People vs. Stewart the 
jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 
The next case 
was that of The Peo- 
pie vs. W illiam Watson. 
The prisoner is in­ 
dicted for an attem pt to oommit a rape 011 one 
Rene Tronson,'a young girl about nine years 
of age, who resides in the lower part of the 
city. 
After a jury had been called and sworn 
it was found that the prisoner liad not been 
arraigned and had not plead to the indict­ 
ment. 
A technical question then came up 
whether or not the prisoner could be arraign­ 
ed and tried by the same jury or tried by any 
jury. 
The question was a somewhat puzzling 
one to the District Attorney, and the court 
thought it was a nica muddle anyhow. Finally 
the prisoner 
was called 
upon to 
plead 
which under direction of the counsel lie re fus 
ed to do, demanding to be tried by that jury. 
The court then held, before the prisoner could 
be arraigned the jury must be discharged.— 
Then the jury was discharged, aud the counsel 
for prisoner demanded his prisoner’s dis­ 
charge, which the court refused to do. 
The 
counsel for the prisoner then said they would 
put in a special plea, and were given time to 
make the same. This special plea will be that 
the prisoner has already been put in jeopardy, 
and that lie cannot lie again put upon trial. 
This plea is made upon tlio old maxim that a

danger. 
The counsel for 
the 
prisoner 
in 
this 
case 
wifi 
ciaim 
the empamielling of a jury and swearing them 
in, coupled with the demand ci the prisoner 
to go to trial with that jury, has put the pris­ 
oner in jeopardy. 
This question will be first 
tried, when the regular issue will come up. 
The attorneys are the District Attorney aud 
Charles A. Fowler for prosecution, A. J. Mel­ 
lon and F. L. Westbrook for the prisoner. 
The civil calendar was then taken up, and 
No. Os. Josiah AT. Titus vs. Itockell H annon, 
was called. 
The attorneys are F. L. West 
brook for the plaintifl, and Parker A Kenyon 
for defendant. 
The parties five in the town 
of Shawaiiguiik; the plaintiff runs a hotel aud 
claims the defendant is indebted unt» him for 
the board of one John Smith, a brother-in-law 
of the defendant, and for care taken of him 
while sick.

EditorF ueexan:—The session this week 
opened very tame, not more than Uvo-third3 
of the members being present. 
The not un­ 
expected death of ex-President Fillmore came 
before the House in an official form by a mes­ 
sage from Governor Dix, who sent to the As­ 
sembly, in a few well chosen words, an ex­ 
pression of the sentiment of metnbers as well 
as people, which document was read by the 
clerk amid profound silence. 
Mr. Alberger 
rose to move a committee of live on resolu­ 
tions expressive of the sense of the House, 
and the Speaker named Messrs. Alberger, Al- 
vorJ, Prince, Weed and Beebe as such com­ 
mittee. 
An adjournment will probably take 
place to-day after re:olutions shall be present­ 
ed and speeches made. 
Petitions have been coming in the Senate 
for weeks, praying the exemption of bonds 
and mortgages, and last evening several came 
into the House, following other scattering 
ones that had theretofore been introduced. 
I 
still adhere to the opinion that neither politi­ 
cal party dare pass such a law at this session. 
Mr. Prince came forward with a bill last 
evening to do away the present school dis­ 
tricts, an 1 substitute therefor school townships 
—such as are in vogue in Massachusetts and 
the Western states. 
He was unable to ex­ 
plain to me the object of the change, the bill 
having been sent to him. 
Jlr. Prince also 
came forward with a concurrent resolution 
favoring action on the part of the Attorney 
General in the United States Court lo test the 
question as to the exclusive right of those 
wooden-nutnieg fellows to lire oysters in the 
sound, and also to settle the boundary line be­ 
tween New York and Connecticut. 
Pursuant to a resolution* introduced by Mr. 
Baicheller, during la3t evening’s session, a 
committee of five was appointed to attend ex- 
President Fillmore’s funeral. 
The Speaker 
named Messrs. Batcheller, Spencer, Melvin, 
Fish and Hanrahan. 
Senator Coe seems to object to the prize* 
package practice, and lias introduced a bill 
to stop the “ fu n ” of the little boy3 on cars 
and in other public places. It is the old joker 
that has been here several years, and it has 
come to be a standing joke for any member to 
introduce it. It used to be called “ a striker,” 
but nobody would suspect Mr. Coe of desiring 
to cut off the means of livelihood [of dilapi­ 
dated pea-nut venders for mercenary pur­ 
poses. 
The urchins must have roused the 
wrath of Mr. Coe at some recent period, and 
he desires to retaliate, probably. 
I alluded como timo since to a bid intro­ 
duced which was intended to slop the practice 
of parties who sometimes indulge courts and 
juries in vexatious suits at law. The bill gave 
justices discretionary power in cases to re­ 
quire bonds for costs. 
But the Committee 011 
Judiciary reported it adversely. 
That com­ 
mittee being composed of lawyers, it was 
hardly to be expected that they would put up 
bars to shut even revengeful litigants out of 
court. 
Lawyers generally get their retainers, 
whether costs are paid or not; hence Ihe ac­ 
tion taken 011 this bill, probably. 
A3 I predicted, Mr. Furbeck withdrew liis 
contest against Mr. Simons, Detn., of Syra­ 
cuse, and the sitting member retains his seat 
by resolution to lliat effect. 
I don’t care to touch too tenderly nor too 
severely the bill recently favorably reported to 
incorporate the “ Order of U. A. Mechanics,” 
but if the bill properly states its objects, I 
can’t see why the Order wa3 not referred to 
the general law which authorizes the incor­ 
poration of charitable, religious and benevo­ 
lent socielies, unless it was because the Order 
exerts a powerful political influence in various 
localities, and the committee desired to secure 
its favorable opinion. 
Still,all bills that come 
hers of this character—benevolent—ought to 
suffer a like fate. But such is not the ca3e, a3 
the llirsch Benevolent people from your 
county will know. 
Such, then, are the work­ 
ings of politics. 
Some time since our amiable Sergeaut-at- 
Arms, Mr. Fiske, ¡eft the House to go up and 
help find a home for filióse Cana3toLa “ fire­ 
bugs.” In his absence the entire responsi­ 
bility of running things on the floor of the 
House necessarily devolved upon his assistant, 
Mr. Griffin of Delaware, and the manner in 
which lie acquitted himself, was the subject of 
very general and very commendable remark. 
DeWitt lias executive talent, if he doc3 hail 
from the country of cheese and butter. 
Fiske 
sent bi3 men “ up” for life, aud returns evi­ 
dently satisfied that the lesson taught will 
serve as an example for all who cherish ner­ 
vous notions of a ?;ia?c/i-less character.
